CAPTAIN RODGERS HEARD 


NEW LIGHT THEOWN ON THE 


COAL QUESTION. 


Washington, 
Oct. 
4.—Admiral 


Sampson may be summoned as a wit- 
ness before the Schley court of in- 
quiry. Attorney General Kaynor, 
chief of counsel for Admiral Schley, 
this afternoon announced that this 
course would in certain contin- 
gencies be pursued. It came out dur- 
ing the examination of Captain 
Bodgers, who was executive officer 
of the battleship Iowa during the 
Santiago campaign, in connection 
with the famous "Dear Schley letter." 
The copy read to the court alludes to 
Santiago and Havana, whereas Mr. 
Raynor desired Captain Lemly to ad- 
mit that Cienfuegos and Havana are 
meant. This Captain Lemly refused 
to do, and after twice insisting on 
recognition of the copy as authentic, 
Mr. Raynor said in such case he 
would be compelled to summon Ad- 
miral Sampson, the author of the 
letter. 


WITNESSES RECALLED. 


The court began its proceedings to- 


day with the recall of witnesses who 
were on the stand yesterday and 
after they had corrected their previ- 
ous testimony and made such addi- 
tions thereto as suggested them- 
selves, they were excused and new 
witnesses were introduced. The list 
of available witnesses for the day in- 
cluded Capt. Raymond R. Rodgers, 
who was executive officer of the Iowa 
during the Santiago campaign; En- 
sign (now lieutenant) M. L. Bristol, 
who was watch and division officer 
on the Texas and officer on the deck 
of that vessel when the 
Spanish 


ships came out of the Santiago har- 
bor; Lieutenant Commander Albon 
C. Hodgson, who was navigator on 
the Brooklyn and whose testimony 
had been looked forward to with 
much interest because of his corres- 
pondence with Admiral Schley, and 
Lieutenant C. W. Dyson, of the 
bureau of navigation. 
/ 


MANY WITNESSES TO HEAR. 
Captain Lemley still has quite a 


long list of witnesses before him and 
when court -began business today it 
was said on his behalf that he would 
probably not be able to conclude th-3 
testimony for tho department before 
the middle of next week. 


Captain Dawson, of the marine 


corps, who was on the stand yester- 
day, was called to correct the official 
copy of his testimony* He said that 
while 'he had not seen the Brooklyn 
swing with starboard helm, he was 
sure she did so swing. Lieutenant 
Dyson, who was on the witness stand 
yesterday when the court adjourned, 
was then recalled. He had added to 
his coal 'history of the fleet informa- 
tion as to how long the supply of coal 
on hand Hay 26 would have he^d out 
under forced draught. 


HAD A CHART, 


The information was contained in a 


chart which was read by Judge Ad- 
vocate Lemley. 
The witness .also 


read the same information from a 
tabular statement 
The chart cov- 


ered the period from May 18 to June 
1. It showed that on Hay 26 tho 
Brooklyn's supply of coal was 952 
tons, the Iowa 740 tons, the Texas 
408 tons and the Marblehoad 122 
tons. He said -that on May 24 the 
Brooklyn had coal enough aboard to 
have remained on blockade duty of 
Santiago for twenty-five days and 
then have returned to Key West; the 
Massachusetts enough to remain sev 
enteen days and then go to Key West 
the Iowa enough for eleven days, the 
'Texas seven days and the Marble 
head one day. 


This was assuming that they woul 


have gone by the Yucatan channel 
He also gave an estimate of th 
length of time they could have re 
mained and gone to Gonaives chan 
nel, Cape Cruz, Mole St. Nicholas 
Kingston, Port Antonio, Jamaica 
Guantanimo bay, the time of remain 
ing on blockade being increased 
the distance to the various points 
diminished. 


^Jtr. Raynor brought out the in 


formation concerning the time th 
coal on each of the vessels 
fcave lasted on forced draft, in chas 
ing the enemy's vessels, taking th 
amount of coal of each on 2£a£ 26 


and leaving sufficient coal to return 
to Key West. 


ANOTHER VIEW OF IT. 


Mr. Raynor read the information 


from Mr, Dyson's tabulated state- 
ment showing that the Iowa would 
have consumed 243 tons of coal a day, 
the Texas 160 tons a day and the 
Marblehead fifty-seven tons. 
That 


estimate would, he said, give ^the 
Brooklyn 2.3 days' chase, returning 
by way of the Yucatan channel, and 
2.35 days' chase returning by the 
Windward passage. The Iowa would 
have a chase of 1.2 days; the Texas 
would have a chase of three-fourths 
of a day, and returning by way of 
the Windward passage, nine-tenths 
of a day. 
The Marblehead would 


have a chase of two-tenths of a dav 
by the Yucatan channel and four- 
tenths of a day by the Windward 
passage. 


The statement showed that the 


Massachusetts 
could 
not 
have 


steamed more than fifteen knots an 
hour and under these conditions she 
would have consumed ISO tons per 
day. 
At this rate she could have 


chased the enemy for 1.8 days, re- 
turning via Yucatan channel, or for 
two days returning via the Wind- 
ward passage. 


The witness said in reply to ques- 


tions that his statement contemplated 
a voyage on conditions of weather 
and of the vessels. 


Mr. Raynor: "You have taken as 


a base for coaling a number of ports. 
You took Gonavies the Mole and 
Kingston. Those are ports that have

London, Oct. 4.—A dispatch from

ndicate the fierceness of the struggle. 
lhe Boer casualties are now estimated 
at over 400. The burghers lost more 
men'than in any previous action this 
•ear. There seems to be no doubt, 
ays the Times' correspondent, that 
he Boers intended a combined inva* 
ion of Natal east and west. It is 
itated that General DeWet ordered 
he burghers in the northwestern part 
)f Orange River Colony to concen- 
,rate at Talekop, but up to now the 
inly result of the movement has been 
he isolated invasion of Natal by a

New York, Oct. .4—The America's 


cup will remain in the United States, 


Tho gallant Columbia today won 


the unequaled distinction of having 
twice been successful defender of the 
famous trophy by defeating Sham- 
rock II. in one of the bost remark- 
able races that has ever taken place 
for the cup. 


After a race to windward in a 


spanking breeze, the wind subsided 
and it was a slow beat to the home 
stakeboat, with the challenger lead- 
ing most of the way, but not enough 
to overcome tne time allowance to the 
good of the defender. The last mile 
it was a tense and exciting time, 
with the boats near together. They 
went over almost abreast, Shamrock 
leading a trifle, but Columbia well 
within her time allowance, and the 
cup was saved to America. 


Shamrock apparently crossed line 


at 3:35:35; Columbia at 3:35:38. 


BOTH SKIPPEBS HOLD CPF, 
When the preparatory gun was 


fired at 10:45 both boats were to the 
windward of the line and holding 
away from it, as neither 
skipper 


wanted to cross 'first. The windward 
position was the coveted one, as it 
gave the stern boat an opporunity of 
blanketing the other. 


Jockeying for the start 
was a 


pretty piece of work. At the warn- 
ing sigrial, 10:55, the yachts had not 
yet come together. 
The Shamrock 


made a complete circuit of the com* 
mittee boat and the lightship. The 
Columbia met her to the northwest of 
the line, both being closehauled on 
the port tack and luffed 
into the 


wind. Shamrock followed suit. 


ONE HAD TO GIVE WAY. 


When the Shamrock came about to 


go for the line the 
Columbia also 


came about on her rival's starboard 
beam. When the starting gun was 
fired both yachts were sailing par- 
alel to the line, heading to the south- 
ward. They were so far to the west* 
ward of it that it was impossible to 
cross before the handicap gun unless 
one or the other gave way. 
The 


Shamrock held under the Columbia's 
lee beam. They were almost on even 
terms, but the Shamrock forced the 
Columbia nearly out to the committee 
boat before she gave way. 


Just as the gun sounded the handi- 


cap signal the Shamrock's balloon 
topsail was broken out from its stops. 
Her 
spinnaker 
boom 
had 
been 


dropped a few moments before and 
now the great sail was smartly set. 


The Columbia's balloon jib topsail 


was broken out while she was cross- 
ing the line and her spinnaker was 
set just before she cleared it. 


An instant later the Columbia's 


great spinnaker boomed out to star- 
board and as they crossed each broke 
out balloon jib topsails. 


COLUMBIA FIRST OVER. 


It wns now evident that the handi- 


cap gun had been fired 
before the 


Columbia, a few seconds in the lead 
went over the line. She was prob- 
ably fifty yards ahead of the Sham- 
rock at this time and both yachts 
were on the starboard tack. 


The Columbia crossed the line ex 


actly fifteen seconds ahead, but thi 
official starting time, the handicap 
gun having been fired, was 11:02 fo: 
both boats. 


After they had crossed the line the 


British boat seemed to cut the Colum 
bia's wind to some extent and ther 
ensued a little luffing match, Captain 
Barr trying to get his wind clear 
Tho yachts were sailing very rapidly 
their huge spinnakers bellying ou 
in the fresh breeze and their main 
sails drawing beautifully. The for 
eigner began to catch up on the Col 
umbia and after a few minutes o 
sailing she had piled up consider 
able. At this point the Columbi 
sevmed to ca-tch her wind and main 
tained, if she did not increase, her 
lead for the next two minutes. 


SHAHROCK PTILI/S AHEAD. 
Then again the 
Shamrock, he 


greater sail area beginning to ytel! 
drew up and it was a magnificen 
neck and neck race until at 11:17 th 
bronze boat drew ahead and in a few 
moments she had' .placed a goo 


tretch of water behind her flying 
tern and the Columbia's nose. In 
en minutes more, fairly skimming 
ver the white-crested waves, she 
had reeled off a good ten lengths of 
ead and at that time seemed to bo 
ble /to hold it. After thirty-five min- 
utes of sailing, both going at a ter* 
iflc pace, the yachts had sailed about 
half of the first leg, and try as the 


American skipper would, he did not 
eem to be able to lessen his flying 
ival's good lead. 


SAILS DHEW PERFECTLY. 


The splendid wind sent the great 


white-clouded racers fairly spinning 
long toward the outer mark. Every 
square inch of their canvass from 
heir ballooners down to the very bot- 
om of the main sails seemed to draw 
perfectly. 
They were sailing wing- 


-wing, the huge spinnakers out to 
tarboard and main sails to port, the 
normous cloud of canvass hiding 
the hull. But the English yacht was 
not to be overtaken. 
She had more 


square feet of sail and every one of 
hese feet was telling in the beautiful 
run before the wind. 


It looked as if the Shamrock meant 
o make up the forty-three seconds 
vhich she had to give her rival, so 
that when the outer mark had once 
>een turned it would be a beat home 
n even terms. 
When two-thirds of 


the first leg had been covered it 
eemed certain that she would be 
.ble to hold her lead under the 
weather conditions prevailing1, and 
he hopes of the patriots were cen- 
ered on the Columbia's ability to 
ut point the golden, boat. 


WIND FLATTENS. 


Aboiit a quarter past 12, when the 
>oats were nearing the outer mark, 
he wind began to flatten a little, 
vhich was instantly shown in the de- 
reased speed of the sloops. 
But they were eating up the fifteen 


miles which lay between them and 
he stake bo'at at a splendid gait and 
till going like the wind. 
Drawing near the outer nmrk the 


weather was becoming more and 
more Shamrock Hike. 
With the flat- 


ening wind the sea was compara- 
ively sm'ooth and all conditions were 
tbsolutely ideal for a before-the-wiud 
race. 
At times it seeme'd as if the 


Columbia was out to pick up, but 
lopes raised by au occasional favor- 
ng slant of wind were soon dashed 
when it was seen, the flying yacht of 
Jlster was still showing the Ameri- 
can a clean pair of heels. 


SHAMROCK TURNS FIKST. 


At 12:45, with the 'outer mark al- 


most upon her, the Shamrock's white 
coated sailors swarmed 
forward 


nimbly and in came the great spin- 
naker preparatory for the 'turn. An 
nstant later the Columbia's men 'had 
ilso gotten in her great sail, and "be- 
fore it had been, hauled to the deck 
tho Shamrock was luffing abound the 
take boat. Bight in "her wake came 
he American and right behind her 
she turned. 
Unofficial timing put 


the Shamrock around the mark forty- 
eight seconds ahead. 
After round- 


ng the Shamrock held off toward the 
Jersey shore on the starboard task, 
wliile the Columbia Went off shore 
on the port tack. 
But Barr only 


held this for an instant before he 
swung the Columbia around on the 
starboard fack, an'd the racers began 
the thresh to windfward which was to 
decide the contest 


The foreigner had evidently made 


up her time allowance on the run. be- 
fore the wind and it remained to be 
seen if she could hold it in the beat 
home. 


At 1:05 Sycamore put the Sham- 


rock on port tack arid crossed the Co- 
lumbia's bow. 
She held this tack 


for about two minutes, then again 
swung about on the starboard tack, 
and both boats were headed dead in 
shore towards Long Branch* 
Por 


five minutes they had it nip and tuck 
and*theu Sycamore again, laid tho 
Shamrock on the port tack, followed 
closely by his rival. 


(PATRIOTS TAKE NEW HOPE. 
It was then, that $he patriots took 


new hope, for the white flyer seemed 
to bo pointing higher and footing 
faster than her opponent. 
When 


they had been on the port tack long 
en'ough to draw comparison it was 
evident that this was a fact arid the 
American boat slowly forging to the 
front. 


By this time the official turning 


times had been worked out and post- 
ed, showing that at the turning the 
foreign boat was forty-nine seconds 
ahead, which left the Columbia only 
six seconds to make up to get within 
the time sho was allowed. 
If sh< 


could do it, and it looked then as if 
che could, the race was hers. 


As they held ,'Jong the port tack 


both yachts reeled -beautifully to the

William Meyer, jr., today tended 
n his resignation as auditor of Allen 
ounty and George Ortleib, deputy 
uditor since Mr, Meyer's iusuinbency 
f the office, was appointed by the 
ounty commissioners to fill out the 
uncxpired term. He assumed the of- 
fice immediately upon his appoint- 


.ent and will file a surety bond to- 


morrow. 


Mr. Meyer's bondsmen appeared be- 
ore the commissioners this morning 
nd laid tihe resignation before them. 
At the same time they settled the 
hortage in the ex-auditor's accounts 
nd were dismissed. 
It became 


known last evening that -the bonds- 


eu would take this action and the 
ws caused no little commotion in 


nd about the court house. It is un- 
erstood that widespread dissatisfac- 
ion with the arrangement whereby 
Mr. "Meyer was to be retained1 in. of- 
.ce -at a salary of $75 u month while 
George Ortleib was to be auditor de 
aoto at a salary of $125 a .month, 
ho remainder of the salary of the 
uditor going to the bondsmen 'to 
eimburse them for tho payment of 
the shortage in the accounts of the 
ffice, and the fear that the office 
might be vacated prompted the 
>ondsmen to ask Mr. Meyer for his 
esignation, so that their skirts 
would be cleared of the whole matter. 


As it is now, the office is ftn new 
,ands entirely, Mr, Ortlieb announces 
rnt he will retain the present office 
orce and make no new appointments. 
There remains a little over a year of 
the unexplred term to fill.

BEMAEKABLE 
SPEECH 


SENATOR HOAB TO 


REPUBLICANS OF BAY STATE 


Boston, Oct 4«—The Massachusetts 
epublican state convention, held 
here today, nominated a full state 
icket and adopted a platform of 
Tinciples. Samuel J. Elder, of Bos- 
on, was made permanent chairman 
f tho convention, and on assuming 
the gavel addressed the delegates in 
a speech of considerable length. 


In this address, as in one delivered 
ater by Senator George F* Hoar, 
:here was reference to the assassina- 
tion of President McKinley and to 
egdslation that has been suggested 
n view of that tragedy. Concluding 
this division of his speech, Mr. Elder 
said: 


"One thing more, the right of free 
peech must not be denied; full and 
air discussion of public men and po- 
litical issues are a part of our herit- 
,ge. ' But caricature, denunciation, 
oul abuse and contemptuous ridicule 
f the president from whatever source 
hey come, must cease." 


SENATOR HOAR'S SPEECH. 


In speaking feelingly of the as- 


sassination of President McKinley, 
Senator Hor.r said: 


"We can undoubtedly provide some 


additional legal safeguards against 
he recurrence of this terrible crime, 
but we cannot give up free speech or 
oastitutional liberty because of the 
Langer of a recurrence of such crimes. 
The restraining of free speech and of 
ree press, disagreeable as are their 
xcesses, must come in the main from 
the individual's sense of duty and 
not by law. 


"You and I," said Senator Hoar, 
'are republicans* You and I aro men 
»f the north. Most of us are Pro- 
estants in religion. We are men of 
native birth. Yet, if every republi- 
can were today to fall in his place, as 
William McKinley has fallen, I.be- 
ieve our countrymen of other party, 
n spite of what we deem their errors, 
would take the republic and bear on 
;he flag to liberty and glory. I be- 
ieve if every Protestant were to be 
Stricken down by a lightning stroke, 
that our brethren of the Catholic 
faith would still carry on the repub- 
,ic in the spirit of a true and liberal 
freedom. 
/ ' 


'I believe if every man of native 


birth within our borders were to die 
;his day the men of foreign birth, who 
have come here to seek homes and 
iberty under -the shadow of the re- 
public would carry on the republio 
in God's appointed way. I believe if 
every man of the north were to die, 
the" new and chastened south, with 
the virtues it has cherished from the 
beginning of love of home and love of 
state and love of freedom, with its 
courage and its constancy, would 
take the country and bear it on to tho 
achievement of its lofty destiny.

the speed of the first leg. The wind 
had fallen considerably. 
The sky 


became overcast with light, fleecy 
clouds, 
which 
sent 
patches of 


shadows sweeping across the water. 
Now and then the yachts would faU 
into the path of a shadow and show 
dull and gray. Then, caught again 
by a gleain of sunshine, their sails 
stood out glistening white. The ex- 
cursion fleet kept well astern and the 
sea was very smooth. 
It was just 


2:03 when Captain Barr put the Co- 
lumbia on the starboard tack and 
headed la toward the Jersey shore. 
A minute later Captain Sycamore put 
the Shamrock around on the same 
tack, and as she sped ahead it was 
seen Columbia was still ahead and 
well to windward. 


WIND GETS LIGHT. 


After ten minutes of sailing both 


boats again went on the port tack, 
the Columbia as usual taking tho 
lead in this manoeuver. But Captaii 
Ban* only held this course for a few 
moments before he again put the Co- 
lumbia around on the starboard tack. 
The wind was getting light and in- 
clined to be flukey and the race was 
becoming slower. In less than five 
minutes the Columbia was *again put 
on the port tack, heading almost for 
the lightship, while the Shamrock 
went about on the starboard tack. 
And now the Shamrock seemed to ba 
picking up and had apparently takea 
the lead. 


It was getting to be the closest 


kind of a race. At 2:15 it was evl 
dent that the Ulster yacht had se- 
cured a slight lead.

fifteen minutes the yachts continu- 
ally split tacks,

SHAMKOCK CEAWLS TTP. 


In this game of lacking the Sham- 


rock had crawled 
up to windward 


arw was aheaid by a narrow margin. 


The race 'had reached a pojnt where 


the slightest favorable puff of wind 
meant much 'tnd whcr^ seamanskip 
of the finest kind was required. At 
3:05 the yac&ts were still holding the 
long port tack *ind the finish mark 
was not more than three miles away. 
A large part of the excursion fleet 
had scurried ahead and taken, up 
positions around the finis3i line. 


At 3:17 the Shamrock went on tho 


starboard tack, being then about a 
mile and -a half from the lightship. 
She held this track toward the Jersey 
shoro until she met the Columbia, 
then being to the weather of the lat- 
ter the Shamrock forced her about 
and swinging around on the port 
tack headed for the line. The Co- 
lumbia followed 
her immediately. 


The moats were now headed straight 
for 'the finish, tiie Shamrock having 
the weather and what looked like r. 
safe lead. It

question of whether or not the Amer- 
ican boat could got to the coveited 
finish line, not ahead, but within her 
43 seconds of allowance from the 
other boat. 
Both racers seemed to 


know that tbe goni was near at hand 
and 'they slipped through the wr.ter 
faster tlmn it seemed possible for 
the light 'breeze. 


IT WAS HEARTBREAKING. 


At that time the Columbia was 


just underneath the Shamrock's Ice 
bow. 
It was heartbreaking-; the

they drew nc.u- the line it was seen 
that what had seemed to 'be a safe 
lead for the Shnmrock had become a 
doubtful proposition. 


A second later and it developed al-

THE SAME NOR'WESIEB. 


New York, Oct. 4.—The same strong 


northwester which yesterday carried 
the Columbia to victory prevailed 
this morning. 
A smashing 
wind 


scurried across lower New York bay, 
kicking up whitecaps in every direc- 
tion. It blew out the flags and pen- 
nants on board tho fleet anchored 
inside the Hook as straight as boards 
and out to sea sent a lot of coasters 
down the Jersey coast at a lively 
rate. 


As was the case on yesterday, it 


increased steadily after sunrise and 
at 8 o'clock was blowing 
from 


>'®<&&-$-&* 


eighteen to twenty knots. In fact, 
it seemed to-have more power than 
at tho same time yesterday, due, it is 
said, to a storm reported near 
the 


Bermudas. Nearly 
all the 
pilot 


boats on the station off Sandy Hook 
were well reefed down and only the 
heavy*laden coasting schooners were 
able to carry all sail. 


There was an added touch of frost 


in the air, but overhead a brilliant 
sun sTione from a clear autumn sky 
and the wind and weather were ab- 
solutely perfect for today's contest. 
Under the rules today's race was fif- 
teen miles to windward or leeward 
and return, and it was a foregone 
conclusion that the course would be 
a dead run before the wind to the 
first mark and if the wind held true 
a long beat back to the finish. It 
was in just such a race as this that 
two years ago the Columbia gave the 
Shamrock I. a decisive .beating of 
over six minutes. 


It was again Shamrock weather, or 


at least what the golden yacht people 
have been asking for. 


EXPERTS IN ECSTACIES. 


The yachting experts looked for- 


ward with keen interest to the splen- 
did run before the 
wind today as 


promising a fair test of the Sham- 
rock's ability in that direction. Yes- 
terday the American boat demons- 
trated her superiority on both the 
close reach, the broad reach and the 
windward work, but as yet the two 
racers have not met under good con- 
ditions in a run square before the 
wind. While Saturday's race was of 
this description, 
the wind was so 


light and uncertain that none of the 
sharp work was decisive. The crews 
of both yachts spent the early morn- 
ing hours in a final and thorough in- 
spection of rigging and sails to make 
'sure that nothing had been sprained 
or weakened in yesterday's 
strong 


wind. 


Both yachts got away from their 


moorings earlier 
than 
usual this 


morning. The Shamrock, instead of 
waiting until she got outside, hoisted 
her mainsail inside the Hook. The 
Columbia, however, went out under 
tow with bare poles, and before 
9 


o'clock both flyers had passed outside 
Sandy Hook. 


BREEZE TRUE AND STRONG. 
Tho splendid breeze still held true 


and strong and away out beyond the 
lightship was kicking the blue water 
into whitecaps. 


The mainsail run up on the Sham- 


rock is one not before used in her 
races here. 
It wrinkled badly at 


first, but by the time the lightship 
was reached it was setting- splendidly. 


The Navigator* the committee boat, 


passed out at 0:45, followed shortly 
by the guard boats, and the first 
boats of the excursion fieet soon after 
passed through the narrows. t Short- 
ly before 10 o'clock 
the Columbia 


hoisted her mainsail and soon after 
dropped her tow. 


SIGNAL FOR THE COURSE. 


By a quarter past 10 o'clock both 


boats were standing 
off and on 


around tho lightship with mainsails 
and club topsails up. The wind v/as 
still going merrily when the com- 
mittee boat took up her position to 
the south of the lightship and hoisted 
a signal, the leter "C," indicating 
that the course would be fifteen miles 
south southeast to leeward and re- 
turn. 


Neither Captain Barr nor Captain 


Sycamore seemed to fear the wind, 
for they both used No. 1 or largest 
club topsails, though yesterday Cap- 
tain Sycamore in a wind of the same 
strength had caused some criticism 
because he did not apparently use the 
best sail at his disposal. He used a 
No. 2 club topsail, while Barr was 
using- his No. 1, and distinctly lost 
ground in the same leg. 


The excursion fleet had by this 


time begun to gather back of the 
line and it was fully as large as any 
of the preceding days.

At that time ho was told by Admiral 
Sampson that he had received infor* 
mntion from the department at Wash- 
ington that the Spanish fleet under 
Cervera, was probably in the harbor 
nt Santiago.

been informed of any secret cede for 
ccinrauiiication with .the Cuban in- 
surgents near Cienfuegcs. 
He had, 


he said, taken dispatches for Com- 
modore Sch'ley, an'd while not certain 
whether there was more than one 
package he was under the impression 
there were more than that number. 


One of the dispatches carried at this 


time was, the witness thought, that 
signed by Secretary J*ong and dated 
Washington' 12:30 o'clock, May 20, 
and beginning: "The report of the 
Spanish fleet being at Santiago do 
Cuba might very well be correot, so 
the department strongly advises that 
you send word immediately by the 
Iowa to ScWey to proceed off Santi- 
ago with his whole command, leaving 
one small vessel off Cienfuegos." 


COTTLD HAVE COALED IOWA. 
Captain Kodgers was examined a- 


length coucexTiing the coaling of the 
flying squadron. 


<* Could you have coaled the Iowa 


on the afternoon of -May 26th?" Mr, 
Hann'a asked. 


"In the late afternoon, the time I 


speak of, the weather being1 fine and 
smooth, I think there would have 
been no trouble at all," replied the 
witness. 


'•When the collier can coal the bat- 


tleship Iowa can take it*"

CLEAKED FOK ACTION. 


Captain Eodgers related two or 


three instances in which the ships of 
the flying squadron were cleared for 
action upon, signal from the flagship 
Brooklyn before May 31, when ves- 
sels were discerned in the distance. 
In each case the vessels proved to be 
American ships. Each, time the sig- 
nal was to clear for action and mako 
speed of twelve miles an hour* 


He also told of the bombardment 


or reconnoisance of the 
Cristobal 


Colon on May 31, in which the Iowa 
had participated. 


He said the vessels were all in 


formation and following the flag-ship, 
which, in that instance was the 
Massachusetts, 
The range was at 


first given at 7,000 yards for this en- 
gagement, but the shots foil so far 
short that the range was increased to 
11, 000 yards. 
These latter shots 


fell into the channel in which the 
Colon lay. Some of them must have 
fallen within 500 yards of the Span- 
ish ship. 


DESCRIBES BLOCKADE. 


Describing 
Commodore 
Schley's 


blockade of the harbor at Santiago, 
Captain Kcdgers said that tho fleet 
maintained a position of seven or 
eight miles out. with the Marblehead 
and Vixen inside the line* 
He re- 


membered that the Marblehead was 
on the inside from the fact that some 
of the vessels in the squadron -had 
fired nt h?r. 


He could not say whether the fleet 


was further out in the day than at 
night, or vice versa. 


He thought the Vixen and 
the 


Marblehead could have been seen by 
moonlight, but not after the moon 
had sot. 


Captain Kodgers had concluded his 


testimony in chief when the court 
adjourned for luncheon. 


SHELLS FROM BROOKLYN. 


Mr, Kaynor presented a statement 


showing the number of shells found 
on the vessels of the Spanish fleet 
and the witness was asked to state 
the percentage of fivc-ir^h shells, as- 
suming the statement to be correct. 


Captain Rodgers replied that the 


total number of hits was thirty-five 
and that therefore the five-inch isftoll 
hit constituted 34 per cent of all the 
hits. 


Mr. Raynor said that the statement 


had been prepared by Admiral Schley. 


The witness also said lie kn«w that 


the Brooklyn had eight-inch 'gun. 
but Hr, Raynor saiti •'the admiral's 
computation was not intended .to 
cover that feature. 
His x>nly pur- 


pose -wras to maXe the showing for 
five-inch guns, those "bciug unmis- 
takably >the Brooklyn's. 


Cross-examined on the dispatches 


carried by the IOWA Captain. Rodgers 
was asked if the "dear Schley" letter 
dated at Key West May 20, 1898, 
written by Admiral 
Sampson, in 


which statement was mads "that I 


of opinion that our best change 


of success in capturing the enemy's 
ships wiH be to hold Cienfuegos and 
Havana," was included, in these dis- 
patches* 


The witness replied that he ha'd no 


knowledge what the eueveJope con- 
tained. 


While the examination on this 


point was in progress Mr. Raynor 
read the letter, including tho follow- 
ing extract: 


"If later it should develope 'that 


these vessels are at Santiago we could 
then assemble off th'at port the ships 
best suited for 'the purpose, and com- 
pletely blockade it* 
"Until we then 


receive more positive information we 
shall 'continue to hold Havana and 
Santiago." 


Mr. Raynor remarked thr.it he sup- 


posed it would be conceded that the 
word "Santiago" <as given, above was 
•a mistake pa:id that 
it should be 


"Cicnfuegos." 


Captain Leniley replied that he 


would make no such concession, and 
a tilt followed between counsel con- 
cerning the accuracy of government 
publications. 
It closed with an un- 


derstanding that the original docu- 
ments should "be supplied tomorrow.

for life. The ground upon which the 
petition is based,of course,is thewell- 
principled opposition to capital pun- 
ishment. The sentiment against thp 
legal penalty is quite strong in thib 
country and the movement to abolish 
it in all the states where the death 
penalty is visited by law has many 
supporters embracing the very best 
elements of society. It may no: be 
doubted that some of those persons 
who have signed the petition to Gov- 
ernor Odell are of this class. 
But 


they have made a serious mistake 
and committed an error that will uc 
harm to their cause. 
A more un- 


fortunate case upon which to peti- 
tion for clemency could not have 
been found now and probably will 
not be found in the next score of 
years. Public opinion is too nearly 
unanimous that the murderer of the 
president ought to die to be swayed a 
hair*s breadth by any appeal ^o sen- 
timent. This petition, will arouse a 
very strong and perhaps bitter feel- 
ing against the movement to abolish 
the death penalty. 
Governor Odell 


fully meets public expectation in de- 
claring he will in no wise interfere 
with execution of the sentence pro- 
nounced upon the assassin of Presi- 
dent HcKinley. The petitioners will 
do well to withdraw their prayer to 
the governor and await a more op- 
portune occasion to propagate their 
gentle doctrine.

HEAVY LOSSES IN BOER ATTACK 


ON EORT ITALA. 


Large Casualties on Both Sides, the 


Burghers Having 400—Planned

London, Oct. 4.—A dTspatch from 


Dundee-, Natal, to tho Times says 
ths Boer attack on Fort Itala proves 
to have been a far bigger engagement 
than could be gathered from the first 
reports.

the burghers in the northwestern part
